Refusal of Public to Buy 
Turkeys and Eggs Causes 
Semi-Panic Among Deal- 
ers—All Items for Thanks- 
giving Dinner Higher. 


New York, November 29.—What was 
declared to be one of the most remark- 
able food situations in the history of 
the nation’s great feast day eve devel- 
oped here today. 

On one hand there was a semi-panic 
among dealers in the Thanksgiving 
turkey market as a result of the pub- 
jic’s refusal to buy at the prices. de- 
manded, it was announced by Joseph 
Hartigan, commissioner of weights and 
measures. 

On the other hand, a call for a con- 


certed public uprising against the high 
cost of living was issued here by Mayor 
Cornelius F. Burns, of Troy, who advo- 
ated proclamations by the governors 
of all the states and mayors of al! the 
cities of the country to be published 
‘broadcast and read in the schools and 
churches setting days for a series of 
boycotts against high priced foods. 
People Refuse to Buy. 

Mr. Hartigan said an investigatior 
into the poultry markets showed that 
large quantities of turkeys, chickens 
and geese had been shipped here from 
the west by the raisers in the expecta- 
tion of high prices. 

“But the public is being scared off 
by the excessive price of the last few 
days,” he said. “The price of 38 cents 
to 45 cents is so high that @etaalers 
state that the public indicates it will 
not buy.” 

The dealers are finding, he_ said, 
their stock on their hands in cold stor- 
age and in their stalls. 

The egg boycott, he said, has pro- 
duced less buying, and “the deasers 
have been obliged to reduce thé price 
in order to induce purchases.”

Augusta, Ga., November 29.—Thomas 
E. Watson took the stand in his own 
defense here late today, as his trial in 
federal court neared an end. The de- 
fendant was put under oath and ex- 
amined by J. Gordon Junes, of Cordele, 
Ga., a member of his counsel. He was 
“general na- 
ture” of his writings other than those 
mentioned in the indictment as obscene 
and which he is charged with having 
sent through the mails. 

After giving a list of books he had 
written, ranging from a French history 
to a story of southern plantation life 
before the war, Watson turned to 
charges that he had mailed the copies 
cited in the charges against him, and 
declared that not more than once in 
ten years had he mailed anything.

|Turkish Troops Are Fight- 


ing With the Austrians and 
Germans — Russians Start 
Offensive in the Carpathi- 
ans in Effort to Relieve the 
Pressure on Rumania—Pe- 
trograd Reports Some 
Ground Gained. 


New York, November 29.-——-(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—Although the Russians. 
probably as a diversion, have ‘started 
and are carrying on with great inten- 
sity an offensive in the Carpathian re- 
gion around Kirlibaba, northwest of the 
Rumanian border, the advance of the 
Teutonic allies all along the line in 
Wallachia toward the Rumanian capi- 
tal of Bucharest apparently is meeting 
with little impediment. 

The left flank of the forces of the 
central powers have now captured the 
important railroad junction of Petechti, 
65 miles northwest of Bucharest; in the 
center the Rumanians are reported to 
be retreating eastward in disorder. 
while the right flank, composed of the 
army of Field Marshal von Macken- 
sen which crossed the Danube, is carry- 
ing out maneuvers in co-operation with 
the other commanders to the north. 

The Petrograd war office in admit- 
ting a continuation of the retreat of 
the Rumanians, says Von Mackensen =

Mayor Burns, president of the New 
York State Conference of Mayors, in 
addition to proclamations by state and 
municipal executives, advocated the co- 
operation of housewives’ leagues, muv- 
ing picture houses and labor organiza- 
tions in the attack on the high cost of 
living. 

“The greatest power in this country 
is the people, and it is up to them to 
exercise that power in releasing them- 
selves from the greed and oppression 
of the monopolists and manipulators,” 
he said. “The simplest, most effective 
and direct way of accomplishing a 
breaking down of extortionate prices 
is through abstaining for a period from 
the uses of those articles of food on 
which the prices are exorbitant. There 
should be ae state and nation-wide 
movement t6 this end.” 

He also suggested the co-operation 
of the press and notice of the move- 
ment by business houses of all kinds, 
“by permitting all workers to ceasc 
activities from 11:55 a. m. to 12 noon 
on the first Monday of the campaign.” 
For work on the national lines, he sug- 
gested petitioning congressmen to take 
action indorsing the movement and the 
enlistment of encouragement from the 
president, “so that from Washington 
may be sent broadcast throughout the 
country the suggestion that the goy- 
ernors of all states and the mayors of 
all cities may issue proclamations and 
take similar action and the movement 
made effective by the nation ag a 
whole.”

Francis Joseph Willed 
Fortune of $250,000 
To Katharina Schratt 


London, November 29.—A Berne dis- 
patch to the Wireless Press says that 
the will of Emperor Francis Joseph, 
which was opened the morning after 
his death to ascertain whether it con- 
tained directions for his funeral, was 
found to have in it a provision for a 
legacy of £50,000 to the actress, Katha- 
Tina Schratt. This part of the will, 
the dispatch says, was dated some years 
back, while other clauses had been 
added during the war. Princess Bliza- 
beth, the emperor’s granddaughter, in- 
herits the same amount. 


Katharina Schratt, formerly of the 
Imperial theater for years, was an in- 
timate of Francis Joseph. At Schoen- 
brunn castle Frau Schratt was accus- 
tomed to appear nearly every after- 
noon to keep the emperur company for 
an hour or two. He, in turn, called at 
her town house, where he was’ able 
to meet friends of his own choosing 


reasons of state. The relations be- 
tween the two continued in the em- 
perors old age and became accepted 
in Vienna, where the severe criticism 
they caused in earlier years before the 
death of the empress, gradually died 
away.

Favor Strike— “King of 
Strike Breakers” Said to 
Be in Nashville. 


Nashville, Tenn., November 29.—That 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and~ St. 
Louis Railway will be tied up with a 
strike of their engineers, firemen and 
other trainmen within the next few 
days is now an assured fact unless the 
offcials of the railroad grant the con- 
cessions asked by the trainmen. The 
result of the vote as received up to 
late tonight showed that between 95 
and 98 per cent of the men had voted 
in favor of striking. Brotherhood of- 
ficials stated tonight that they had re- 
ceived the ballots from all sections 
save a small portion of one division and 
that will be received tomorrow morn- 
ing.

GENERAL RETREAT 
OF RUMANIANS. 


Petrograd, November 29-——~(Via Lon- 
don.)—~A general retirement of the Ru- 
manians from western Wallachia, un- 
der Teutonic pressure, is announced in 
today’s war office statement, which 
gives the line reported by the Ruma- 
nians late on Monday in their retreat 
and concedes the capture by the ad- 
vancing hostile forces of several towns 
on the Alexan@ria-Zimnitza front. 

The statement reads: 

“Rumanian Front: The Rumanians 
are retiring from western Wallachia 
eastward under the pressure of the en- 
emy. Toward Monday evening the en- 
emy had reached the line of Darmane- 
sohti (Darmonechti on the Argesui 
river, 80 miles northwest of Bucha- 
rest), Dragani, Vatasechti, Kosteshti 
and Severu. On the Alexandria-Zim- 
nitza front the following places were 
captured by the enemy: Prunaro, Topor, 
Vieru and Slobodzeia. In the direction 
of the latter place the enemy had ad- 
vanced along the Turnpec road to 
Kulugurena., 

“In Dobrudja artillery and rifle fire 
is proceeding.”

SERBIAN TROOPS

office announces. A height east of 
Hill 1050 also was captured. 

A violent battle is in progress north- 
west of Monastir. The French are “.

The statement reads: 

“On the left bank of the River Vardar 
British troops were successful in a sur- 
prise attack upon a trench of the enemy 
northeast of Macukovo. East of the 
River Cerna Serbian troops, after a 
brilliant advance, occupied a height 
northwest of Grunishte and _ retained 
this position in spite of furious Ger- 
mano-Bulgarian counter attacks. The 
enemy suffered heavy losses without 
accomplishing anything. 

“In the region northeast of Monastir 
French Zouaves, continuing their suc- 
cesses occupied a height to the east 
of Hill 1050. 

“To the northwest of Monastir, there 
has been violent fighting in which our 
troops made progress in the direction 
of Hill 1246, which the enemy defend- 
ed with great ferocity. 

“Italian forces also have made pro- 
gress in the mountainous region of 
Tsrvena Stena.” 


ALLIES FAIL, 
GERMANS CLAIM. 


Berlin, November 29.—(Via Sayville.) 
Only local attacks have been made on 
the German-Bulgarian lines on the 
Macedonian front oF the entente forces 
northwest and east of Monastir, the 
war office announced today. The of- 
ficial statement says: 

“Macedonian front: The entente of- 
fensive from the south launched to re- 
lieve other forces, having failed, the 
enemy yesterday carried out only local 
attacks northwest of Monastir and near 
Grunishte, east of the Cerna. In these 
likewise they were unable to gain. any 
advantage.” 

On the Monastir front in Macedonia 
there has been no resumption of the 
fighting, according to German report, 
issued tonight. 

The statement says: 

“On the Monastir front (Macedonia), 
quiet prevails.” 


Sofia, November 29.—(Via London.)— 
Heavy attacks by entente forces on the 
Macedonian front, both in the Monastir 
region and in the Vardar — were 
repulsed by, German and. Bulgarian 
troops with extremely heavy losses to 
the attacking forces, the war office an- 
nounced today. A particularly desperate 
attack was made near Lake Doiran, but 
this, like the others, was sanguinarily 
halted. The day’s fighting is described 
as the most violent that has occurred 
on the Macedonian front. 

The statement reads: 

“After violent artillery fire the ene- 
my attacked several times on the front 
runnin from Trnova, northwest of 
Monastir, through Height No. 1248, 
nerth of Monastir, eight No. 1050, 
in the bend of the Cerna, and the 
height near the viriage of Grunishte., 
Repeated attacks along the whole 
front were sanguinarily repulsed by 
the Bulgarian and German troops, as- 
sisted by powerful artillery. The ene- 
my losses were enormous, htindreds of 
bodies lying before our positions, In 
front of the sector of one battalion of 
the Bist infantry regiment, we count- 
ed more than 300 enemy bodies. 

“No less furious were the enemy at- 
tacks and artillery fire in the Vardar 
valley. Here the enemy attacked with 
desperation our advanced position near 
Krehteki, near Lake Doiran, but was 
sanguinarily repulsed, leaving a great 
number of dead on the battlefield. We 
captured six machine guns, numerous 
rifles and other material. 

“On the Belaschitsa and Struma 
fronts there was oP oy | ee fire. 
Here also we counted 125 enemy bodies. 

‘In a word this day was the day of 
the most violent fighting on the Mace- 
donian front.”

‘American Survivors Tell 


How Ship Was Torpedoed. 
6 Americans Lost—U-Boat 
Offered No Assistance. | 


New York, November 29.—A detailed 
report of the torpedoing and sinking 
of the British steamship Marina on Oc- 
tober 28 off the southwest coast of Ire- 
land, when nineteen persons, including 
six Americans, lost their lives, was 
given here today by forty-one horse- 
men, American survivors, who arrived 
here as passengers on the steamship 
Tuscania from Glasgow. 

Jesse T. Hancock, of Newport News, 
acting as spokesman, said the ship was 
torpedoed without warning, two tor- 
pedoes being fired, the first hitting her 
on the starboard quarter and the sec- 
ond on the port side. He added, and his 
assertion was supported by the others, 
that the firing of the second torpedo 
was unnecessary and had it not been 
fired there would not, in all probability, 
have been any loss of life. 

“It was shortly after 3:45 p. m., on 
Saturday, October 28, when we were 
about 65 miles off shore that we were 
attacked,’ said Hancock. “The first 
warning we had was when the torpedo 
hit our ship, the explosion all but 
breaking her in two. Four boats were 
launched in 18 minutes and it was while 
the fifth boat was being made ready 
that the second torpedo was fired. Its 
explosion killed the remaining men on

16 PER CENT ADVANCE 
IN RETAIL PRICES. 

Washington, November 29.—Retail 
prices of foods in the United States 
as a whole advanced 3 per cent from 
Septembér 15 to October 15, making a 
16 per cent increase for twelve months, 
as shown in reports compiled today 
by the bureau of labor statistics. The 
figures came from 725 retail: dealers in 
forty-five principal industrial cities. 

In the thirty days covered in the 
reports meats declined in price from 

to 6 per cent, but all other articles 
given, except tea, coffee and rice, ad- 
vanced from 1 per cent for hens to 6 
per cent for butter, bread and sugar 
and 11 per cent for eggs. 

Relative price changes of a number 
of articles during the month, putting 
the average 1915 prices/at 100 per cent, 
are given as follows: 

Decreases: Sirloin steak, 3 per cent: 
round steak, 4 per cent; rib roast, 3 
per cent; chuck roast, 2 per cent; plate 
boiling beef, 1 per cent; pork chops, 6 
per cent; ham, no change. 

Price increases: Smoked bacon, 1 per 
cent; lard, 5 per cent; eggs, 11 per cent; 
butter, 6 per cent; cheese, 5 per cent; 
milk, 3 per cent; bread, 6 per cent: 
flour, 11 per cent; cornmeal, 4 per cent; 
potatoes, 4 per cent; onions, 4 per cent; 
beans, 2 per cent; prunes, 1 per cent; 
sugar, 6 per cent. * 

Tables giving price increases for 
twelve months show potatoes lead all 
foods with an increase of 75 per cent 
and beans next with 55 per cent. There 
were no price reductions, but coffee, 
tea and rice remained stationary. Some 
of the year’s price changes are given 
at follows: .

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IELLICOE IS NAMED 
FOR FIRST SEA LORD 


|He Is Succeeded in Command 
of the Grand Fleet by 
Admiral Beatty. 


London, November 29.—Admiral Sir 
John R. Jellicoe, commander of the 
British fleet, was today appointed first 
sea lord of the admiralty being suc- 
ceeded in command of the grand fleet 
‘by Vice Admiral Sir David Beatty, who 
commanded the British battle squad- 
ron in the Jutland naval battle. 

Admiral Sir Henry B. Jackson, the 
present first sea lord, has been ap- 
pointed president of the Royal Naval 
college at Greenwich. | , 

The announcement of the change in 
command of the British grand fleet 
was made this afternoon in the house 
of lords by A. J. Balfour, first lord of 
the admiralty. Mr. Balfour said there 
would be consequential changes also 
in the board of the admiralty. 

In being appointed first sea lord Ad- 
miral Jellicoe succeeds Admiral 
Henry Bradwarding Jackson, who had 
held that post at the admiralty since 
May, 1915, when he took the place va- 
eated by Lord Fisher. 

On being asked whether the changes 
in the admiralty meant other changes 
in higher commands, Mr. Balfour re- 
plied that undoubtedly there would be 
changes which would be announced in 
the ordinary course. y 

The vital changes in the management 
of the navy announced today will be 
greeted enthusiastically by the country. 
They were not unexpected, as recently 
there has been a demand for an infu- 
sion of new life on the board of sea 
lords at Whitehall. The case as pre- 
sented by the critics was that none of 
the sea lords had had active service 
‘afloat during this war, that more than 
two years of warfare had brougnt about 
radical changes in methods, and that 
the active direction of the fleets by the 
admiralty should be in the hands of of- 
ficers who had participated in and 
worked out the latest style of opera- 
tions. 

Since the government ire 
recognized the force of these criticisms, 
Admiral Jellicoe’s appointment as first 
sea lord is the logical result. 

Sir David Beatty’s promotion to the 
command of the grand fleet gives the 
government’s answer to criticism, most- 
ly from abroad, that he showed rash- 
ness in the way he threw his battle 
cruiser squadron into the Jutland fight. 

Admiral Sir Henry B. Jackson obtains 
an honorable and ..comfortable post. 
Thus four important figures formerly 
in control of the navy have passed 
from Whitehall since the war began. 
These are Prince Louis of Battenberg, 
Baron Fisher and Admiral Jackson, all 
of whom were first sea lords, and Win- 
ston Spencer Churchill, who was first 
lord of the admiralty. 

Other changes in the way of bringing 
new men from the fleets to Whitehall 
are foreshadowed. Apparently Mr. Bal- 
four retains his office as first tord of 
the admiralty through it all, although 


-some of the same newspapers which 


called for Colonel Churchill’s retirement 
have been turning their guns upon him, 
but from a different angle. They con- 
sidered Churchill too impetuous and 
disposed to interfere with matters of 
strategy, whil they considered Mr. Bal- 
four too slow and conservative.

Washington, November 29.—With the 
arrival in Washington of members of 
congress, the subject of general dis- 
cussion dominant among them is the 
high cost of living and the food em- 
bargo to be urged by Representative 
Fitzgerald, of New YorkK,@as a remedy. 
Some members believe that an em- 
bargo is not the remedy for existing 
conditions, and thé subject threatens to 
lead= to much debate in § congress. 
Members in charge of other legisla- 
tion fear that it may impede progress 
of appropriation measures. 
Representative Fitzgerald said today

TURKEYS AND EGGS 


TAKE SUDDEN DROP. 

Chicago, November 29.—Turkeys and 
ergs took a sudden drop today when 
dealers found they were certain to have 
larger quantities of each on hand than 
had been expected. Inquiry among the 
retail dealers in different sections of the 
city revealed that housewives had turn- 
ed to ducks and geese and chickens for 
their Thanksgiving dinners and were 
buying just as few eggs as were neces- 
sury. Turkeys had dropped frum 38 
certs a pound to 29 cents. Eggs had 
gone down one cent a dozen in the 
majority of instances, prices ranging 
from 34 cents to 36 cents a dozen. 


Pittsburg, Pa., November 29.—Compe- 
tition between hucksters and specula- 
ters handling turkeys on the Water 
street wharf, which resulted in the 
price of live birds being reduced to five 
cents a pound, caused police reserves 
to be called out today to prevent cus- 
tomers, in their eagerness to buy, from 
sweeping the dealers into the Monon- 
gahela river. The price cutting was 
caused by a dispute among the poultry 
handlers regarding what pric3 should 
be asked. 


Baltimore, November 29.—Turkeys, in 
the face of an unorganized but none 
the less effective boycott, dropped from 
35 cents a pound this morning to 20 
certs tenight, with small demand re- 


ported at the principal markets here.

Foreign Refugee Reaches 
El Raso With First News 
of Conditions — All For- 
eigners Are Reported Safe. 


El Paso, Texas, November 29.—The 
first foreign refugee to leave Chihuahua 
City since the siege began, arrived here 
today. He reported that Villa and Julio 
Acosta were in control of part of the 
city when he made his escape by auto- 
mobile at 2 o’clock this morning. Ow- 
ing to the fact he had been hiding he 
explained that he had no means of 
knowing first-hand just what had hap- 
pened or even the whereabouts of 
General Trevino. 

Carranza forces were holding hard 
to. their part of the city, according to 
the refugee who added that he under- 
stood all foreigners were safe. 

Firing for Two Days. 

Cannon firing ceased sometime early 
Monday morning but the small arms 
firing ‘continued through Monday and 
Tuesday, the refugee declared upon his 
arrival here by way of Villa Ahumada 
ang Guadalupe. He admitted knowing 
nothing more about the military situa- 
tion in the capital than the reports 
brought to him from time’ to time by 
servants and others who came to his 
home, which is near the home of Gen- 
eral Trevino, he said. 

As he passed along the Villa 
Ahumada roads in his automobile late 
today the refugee reported having seen 
185 bandits at Los Tannques, about 30 
miles southeast of Juarez. 

He said the column was moving in 
the general direction of Villa Ahumada 
south of Juarez and the men were all 
well armed but he was not molested. 

United States army officers stationed 
at Fabens, Texas, 32 miles southeagt of 
here, and opposite Guadalupe, Chihua- 
hua, were notified tonight and dis- 
patched scouts to investigate the pres- 
ence of bandits so near the border. The 
Juarez military officers were also noti- 
fied of the presence of the bandit force. 

When left Chihuahua City at 2 a. 
m. today“the refugee said he could hear 
rifle shots in different parts of the city 
but was not molested as he drove out. 
Only two men appeared on the street 
through which he drove and neither of 
these challenged him.

Washington, November 29.—Ambas- 
sidor Gerard conferred with President 
Wilson late today and received final 
instructions on views to be presented 
tothe German government regarding 
the deportation of Belgians and sub- 
marine warfare.

dor, but Mr. Wilson outlined to him 
fully the attitude of the American gov- 
ernment toward pending issues.

After spending an hour with the pres- 
ident, Mr. Gerard left for New York.

During the day the ambassador went 
tu the state department for a final 
conference with Secretary Lansing and 
also talked with Secretary Daniels and 
other officials. 

While Mr. Gerard would not discuss 
the matter for publication, he is said 
to have informed the president that 
Germany undoubtedly is ready for 
peace on terms satisfactory to her.

M. House before leaving for Ber- 
lin was undecided when he left here.

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TRABUE 1S ACQUITTED 
FOR KILLING STOKES 


Jury Returned Verdict After 
Deliberating for Hour and 
23 Minutes. 


November 23.— 
who has been on 


Nashville, Tenn., 
Charles C. Trabue, 
trial here since October 31, 
with the murder of Harry S. Stokes, 
was this morning acquitted of the 
charge in the Davidson county criminal 


court. The court room was growded at 
the time the verdict was brought in, 
shortly after 11:30 o’clock, but there 
was no demonstration. 

The case was given to the jury this 
morning by Judge A. B. Neil, after an 
exhaustive charge on the various de- 
grees of homicide, the law of self-de- 
fense and the theories of the state and 
the defense. The jury received the case 
at 10:09 and reported a verdict of ac- 
quittal an hour and twenty-three min- 
utes later. 

The tragedy occurred on April 26, 
last. Trabue, one of the most promi- 
nent lawyers in Nashville, went to 
Stokes’ private office, he said, on the 
witness stand, seeking from Stokes a 
signed retraction for insulting things 
said about him. He claimed that he 
was attacked by’ Stokes and fired in 
self-defense. Stokes was killed in- 
stantly. 

At the time the two lawyers were 
engaged in a suit growing out of the 
city hall scandal which developed in 
the summer of 1915. Stokes had been 
pressing the suit vigorously and had 
achieved a reputation of state-wide 
proportions. In November last Trabue 
entered the case as special counsel for 
the city. There had previously been ill 
feeling between the two and the hear- 
ings.in the litigation before the special 
master in chancery increased this feel- 


ng. 
Both families here were among those 
most prominent in the city. The de- 
ceased was a son of the late James F. 
and Blanche McGhee Stokes, and was 
39 years of age. He was married.

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SAFE CONDUCT ASKED 


FOR AUSTRIAN ENVOY 


United States Requests Great 
Britain and -France to 
Reconsider Decision. 


» Washington, November 29. — The 
United States has sent notes to Great 
Britain and France, it became known 
today, requesting reconsideration of 
those governments of their refusal to 
issue a safe conduct tlarough their 
blockade lines for Count Tarnowsky\, 
the new Austro-Hungarian ambassador 
to this country, and spea?:ing of the ¢@n- 
fortunate effect that a continued re- 
fusal would have on opinion here. 

The notes point out ’that it is an in- 
alienadle right of sove reign nations to 
exchange ambassador; and in'sist that 
a third nation, even jn time of war, is 
not justified in denying that right. 

Gireat care is taketa to base the rep- 
restsntations solely on the grounds of 
international right as distinguished 
from mere internati onal courtesy, mak- 
irzz it clear that the United States is 
10t asking a favor or assuming the at- 


titude of a pleader. 

Care is also tal:en not to put the 
government in the position of having 
changed its attituw je since the last com- 
munication on the subject, which was 
merely the transi nission of the Ameri- 
can government’s request for a safe 
conduct. It was planned at first when 
the rebuff was ré ceived, to drop the po- 
sition of being a messenger of Awums- 
tria, and make a formal demand in the 
name of the United States. 

It was decided, however, that i¢ was 
unnecessary to: take such action at 
this stage of th> negotiations when it 
's hoped that a firm statement of the 
general principles of internaticmal law 
in the case will cause a reccmsidera- 
tion by the allias. 

If the present reote meets with an 
unsatisfactory resjseonse it is admitted 
that a very difficwit situation will be 
developed. 

The allied embagsies are deeply con- 
cerned over the opposition aroused 
here and are tak‘ing unusual care to 
keep their govern nents fully informed. 
It is not known that they have for- 
warded any dire«t representations to 
their governments; except in so far as 
the nature of their information is in- 
itself a recommendation. Neverthe- 
less, Officials have every hope that~this 
informal action by’ the diplomatic rep- 
resentatives on the ground will go far 
toward influencing a change of atti- 
tude on the other siele. 

Early replies to tne American, notes 
are expected owing: to the fact that 
Count Tarnowski, js scheduled to ‘sail 
from Rotterdam ov. the Dutch steamer 
Nieuw Amsterdam on December 16. 

Should the replies prove unfavorable, 
the United States might seyid a final 
note notifying the allies to disturb the 
Austrian envoy at their own risk, or it 
might be decided-to send an American 
merchantman or warship to some neu- 
tral port te receive the ambassador 
and bring him across the Atlantic. As 
yet, however, such a contingency has 
hardly been contemplated in view of 
the confident belief ths:t the allies will 
see the wisdom of yie) ding:

All proceeds from the sale of the seals, 
except 20 per cent, will be kept right here 
in the city of Atlanta, to be applied to local 
conditions. The Atlanta Anti-Tuberculosis 
association, which has the work in charge, 
is highly organized, and has the work well 
under way. All proceeds will be intelligent- 
ly distributed by them.

"Public Spirit Like Candler’s 
Answer to Atlanta’s Growth, 
Says New Orleans Item 


((From The New Orleans Item.) 

The citizens of Atlanta will have the op- 
portunity next month of voting for the lead- 
ing citizen of Atlanta, and one of the con- 
structive men of the United States, for may- 
eralty of their city. 

Asa G. Candler was recently chosen in 
the democratic primary in Atlanta as the 
regular nominee of the party. He received 
about 9,000 votes to 3,600 for his opponent. 
There is a cont@st in the general election, 
but there is no reason to believe that the 
progressive democratic citizenship of Atlanta 
will overlook the*opportunity offered of re- 
taining for public service the activities of 
one of their most productive citizens. 


Mr. Candler comes of a remarkable fam- 
ily of brothers who have all won distinction. 
The Candler family came from the farm 
country in Carroll county, Georgia. One of 
them is Bishop Warren A, Candler, of the 
Methodist church, 

As a boy, Asa Candler was apprenticed 
to a druggist in Cartersville, Ga., in 1869. 
In 1873 the young man was attracted to At- 
lanta. There he entered business and in 
the course of years, hard work, right living 
and great abilities have brought him fame 
and fortune. 

Unlike many wealthy men, Asa Candler 
has not grown out of touch with the af- 
fairs of his native state and of the city of 
his longtime adoption. His activities have 
helped to give actuality to the Atlanta spirit 
and the wealth which he has made from na- 
tion-wide operations has, for the most part, 
gone into investment channels in Atlanta, 
in Georgia and in the south. 

Atlanta is in many ways the marvel city 
of the south. It is one of the largest in- 
land cities of America. It has been built 
by pluck, foresight and the intelligent co- 
operative activities of its business people, 
Its business men have co-operated in a prac- 
tical way with its working men to upbuild 
the city. 

An illustration of this was the construc- 
tion of the Candler building. In hard and 
panicky times,. when investors were seeking 
cover a neet wat unemployed, Asa Can- 
dler startled Atlanta by undertaking the 
construction of the finest office building in 
the city and one of the finest buildings of the 
kind in America. ; 

When the war broke, cotton went to 5 
cents a pound, and thousands of people in 
the south were out of work. Asa Candler 
broke ground in 1914 for a forty-acre cotton 
warehouse. He put $1,200,000 into this build- 
ing at a time when there were not half a 
dozen men of means in the south willing to 
consider any new enterprise. 

On top of this Mr. Candler has recently 
given a million dollars to Emory university 
and $250,000 to Wesley Memorial hospitaly 

An increasing number of men are real- 
iging that they owe some debt to the public, 
but few have served their people in a pri- 
vate capacity and on 80 great a scale as hag 
Asa Candler. That he is willing to go on 
working and to give of his time and talents 
to the people of Atlanta as mayor is an in- 
dication of the man’s temperament. 

Rich and poor, it was the proudest boast 
of the old Latins that they were “citizens of 
Rome.” The people of Atlanta have some- 
thing of the same spirit—-and it fs this spirit 
that makes a city great and worth living in, 
for there should be no distinction of clags 
or wealth in American citizenship, Each 
man must be judged and approved or reject- 
ed on the basis of his service.

Save Sugar Cane Waste 
And Raise More Peanuts, 
Urges Benjamin W. Hunt 


Editor Constitution: This truly is an era 
of the economic use of heretofore waste ma- 
terials, bis 

Cement from slag, dyes from residue of il- 
tuminating gas manufacture, medicines from 
coal tar, and innumerable other items press 
for notice under this head. 

In this letter I desire to speak to your 
readers regarding the economic use of the 
waste of sugar cane and sorghum, left after 
expressing the juice of the stalks. 

This year I have run my sugar cane resi- 
due fresh from the mill through a shredder, 
mixing it with an equal amount of shred- 
ded, or ground, maize stalks, and dampening 
all as they were elevated into silos. 

This heretofore waste material treated 
as silage furnishes a welcome food to dairy 
or beef cattle, 

This letter is written in the hope that 
others will save their sugar cane waste, 
which, when ensiled, becomes a _ valuable 
cattle feed. To the economist comes pleas- 
ure and satisfaction in thus adding to the 
country’s wealth. 

One word about raising humble peanuts, 
which now appear destined to share the pre- 
mier position in Georgia agriculture with 
King Cotton. With peanut meal fed as a con- 
centrate, the best flavored milk is produced 
by dairy cows. 

I ask the readers not to accept the writer’s 
assurance, but feed peanut meal and test the 
quality of the milk. 

We now have all the factors necessary 
for the achieving of success in the dairy 
and live stock industry. Cheap foods com- 
posed largely of heretofore waste material, 
home-raised concentrates that impart the 
finest quality and flavor to the dairy product,

Plenty of Ventilation 
In Summer and Winter, 
Urges State Board of Health 


Bulletin issued by the state board of 
health: 

There is very little trouble about ven- 
tilation in the summer time—on account of 
the heat everybody gets all the fresh air 
they can. In the winter, however, it may 
be fairly stated, many people get as little 
fresh air as possible. This is obviously 
brought about through their desire to keep 
warm. Of course, warmth is absolutely nec- 
essary to life—but, so also is the oxygen 
contained in air. Both are essential, and 
it is highly important for the securing of 
perfect health that there be no neglecting 
of the one for the other. A proper balance 
should be maintained between the two. The 
person wha sleeps on a porch but fails to 


put enough cover and hot water bottles 


around him to keep himself warm makes a 
mistakes, as does also the fellow who covers 
his head with the bed clothes, and also the 
party who sleeps in the house with all hig 
windows closed. There is a happy medium 
between all these things, and one should 
learn what it is and follow it. Perhaps the 
best rule to follow is to let in all the fresh 
air possible, and if you find you are getting 
cold put on more clothes. 

It should never be forgotten that the 
greater the number of people in a room 
the greater the amount of oxygen required, 
This fact is often overlooked to the detri- 
ment of the room’s occupants, 

Frequently children at school are handi- 
capped by having to sit in over-crowded 
and under-ventilated rooms. Under such 
conditions they are not only forced to breath 
air from which most of the oxygen has been 
taken, but are required to inhale poisonous 
gases which have been thrown off from each 
others’ bodies, i 

These things considered, it’s no Wonder 
that the children get drowsy and stupid and 
develop dull headaches and inflammations 
of their air passages. At each recess all the 
doors and windows should be opened as wide 
as possible, so that there may be a com- 
plete change of air in the building, In aq- 
dition to this the windows should be pulled 
down a little from the top while the chil- 
dren are indoors. 

It is interesting and worth while to note 
that plenty of fresh air prevents rather than 
predisposes to “colds.”

STOCKDALE DELIVERS 
INTERESTING LECTURE 
AT MERCHANTS’ CLINIC 


Frank Stockdale, secretary of the educa- 
tional committee of the Associated Advertis- 
ing Clubs of the World, delivered the final 
lecture of a series arranged for the Mer- 
chants’ clinic Wednesday evening at 8 o'clock 
in the assembly hall of the chamber of com- 
merce, after which the clinic came to a close. 
His subject was “The Lost Art of Profit- 
Making.” At the close of Mr. Stockdale's 
discussion he was presented with a beautiful 
stick pin by W. W. Orr, secretary of the Re- 
tail Merchants asociation, on behalf of the 
association and the Ad Men's club, under 
whose auspices the Merchants’ clinic was 
conducted, 

“Every merchant knows that expenses are 
rising ip every line and in every locality,” 
said he, “and gross profite do not increase, 
and as a consequence net profits are shorter. 
Successful merchants are basing their profit- 
making on the understanding that net profits 
are shorter.” 

Mr. Stockdale spoke in detail of the forces 
that squeeze net profits. 

“The high cost of living pushes up ex- 
penscs,” said he, “and competition sits on 
the Jid as the situation grows warmer.’ We 
can meet thig condition by golving the high 
cost of living. The arms of competition are 
transportation and communication. The 
weapon of competition is advertising. In 
the rural districts the competition with mail 
order houses grows greater as the conditions 
are bettered, because these houses require 
cash.” 

He said that wide-awake merchants want 
wide-awake competition, and that sleepy 
merchants want sleepy competition. Dig- 
cussing the struggle for more business, Mr. 
Stockdale said: “It is necessary to get the 
»usiness, for profits are born of sales. Sac- 
rificed profits brings business, and superior 
merchandising brings business. Your ability 
controls expenses, buying and selling.” 

Under the head of “Ten Advertising Com- 
mandments,” which Mr. Stockdale said had 
been formulated with great care and thought, 
he listed the following: “Thou shalt first 
play square with every man; Thou shalt seek 
to make customers, not merel —, Thou 
shalt know thy merchandise; Thou shalt shun 
generalities and tell the news of thy busl- 
ness; Thou shalt not eternally cry, ‘Bargain’ 
in the market place; Thou shalt neither 
choose, nor abuse thy competitor; Thou shalt 
know who reads thy message, and consult 
with those who se]l thee circulation; Thou 
shalt change thy copy regularly and often; 


shalt advertise the that brings 
pratt, and Thou shalt not imitate-—be thy 
elf,” 
. Mr. Stockdale gave the following as a suc- 
ceesful merchant's creed; “Buy in cold blood. 
Control your business, Sell with enthusiasm,” 
He amused his audience when he said that 
most merchants buy with enthusiasm and sej] 
in cold blood, thereby reversing the creed.

Major William F. Slaton, 85 years 
oid, former superintendent of the At- 
leanta’ public schools for <8 years, @ 
confederate soldier and father of for- 
mer Governor John M. Slaton, died at 
19:30 o'clock Wednesday morning at 
the residence, 336 Courtland street, fol- 
lowing several months of illness. 

Major Slaton had grown quite feeble, 
due to his advanced age, but his death

was not expected, and it proved a shock 
to the members of his family. Up to 
the last he retained full command of 
his faculties. Members of hip family 
and a circle of intimate friends were 
at his bedside. 

Major Slaton was for many years a 
leading figure in the field of southern 
education, his entire career having been 
epent in the schools of Georgia and Ala- 
bama. Up to the time when he became 
superintendent of the Atlanta schools in 
1878 he had been at the head of three 
large schools. He remained superin- 
tendent of the Atlanta public schools 
until 1907, when he retired, and was 
succeeded by his son, William M. Sla- 
tcn, ‘ 

Survived by Seven Children. 

Major Slaton is survived by seven 
children, former Governor John M. Sla- 
ton, Willfam M,. Slaton, Mrs. Kate Sla- 
ton Blanchard, Mrs. A. I. Waldo, Miss 
Mattie Lee Slaton, Mrs, Samuel C. At- 
kinson, all of Atlanta, and Mrs. William 
A. MacGregor, of New York city. 

Funeral arrangements will be an- 
nceunced upon the arrival of Mrs. Mac- 
Gregor and ex-Governor Slaton, who is 
out of the city. 

Major Slaton was born March 6, 
1831, in Meriwether county, Georgia. He 
was the son of John Slaton, of Autau- 
ga, Ala., and Nancy Harris Slaton, a 
sister of the late Congressman Harris, 
of the fourth district. His early edu- 
cation was received under Professor 
Carlisle B. Beman, of Mount Zion, who 
was ranked before the war as one of 
the best of southern educatots. Later 
he attended old Emory college at Ox- 
ford, Ga., where he received his degree 
of master of arts. The same degree 
was later conferred upon him by the 
University of Georgia in recognition of 
his ability as an educator.

As lieutenant of the Auburn Guards 
he was ordered to Montgomery, Ala., 
where, along with six other companies, 


ithe guards were formed into a reg- 


ment. For conspicuous bravery he was 
promoted to the rank of major just be- 


lfore the battle of ‘Corinth, where he 


was wounded. 
Prisoner of War. 
Major Slaton saw service in a num- 


ber of battles, notably Corinth, Look- 
out Mountain and Vicksburg. Once he 
was wounded. While engaged in the 
battle of Lookout Mountain he and 60 
of his men, out of 600, were captured 
when they charged against superior 
numbers. He was sent to the federal 
prison camp at Johnsons island, in Lake 
Erie, where he remained a prisoner un- 
til the close of the war. As a prisoner 
he was taken before General Grant, 
charged with having broken nits parole. 
He was acquitted, Wile still a pris- 
orer of war he was made lLeutenant 
colonel. 

Soon after his return south Major 
Slaton came to Georgia, and in 1870 
was made principal of Sam Bailey col- 
lege at Griffin, In 1874 he became 
principal of the Atlanta High school, 
and in January, 1879, he was elected 
superintendent of the Atlanta’ school 
System, , ‘ 

At the time he became superintendent 
of the city schools there were but eight 
schools and 2,800 pupils, while in i907, 
when he retired the school system 
claimed 326 teachers and 15,988 pupils. 

Major Slaton was a member of Trin- 
ity church, and for forty years taught 
a class in the Sunday school. At one 
time he was president of the Southern 
Educational association and a director 
in the National Educational Association 
of America.

Bishop Candler said he believed in 
the church school and church university 
ang the Methodist church in Georgia 
was able to do a lot more for them.

The bishop 
criticised the inheritance tax in Geor- 
gia which cut out so much of bequests 
to the church.

WILSON'S STAND 
ADVANCES WHEAT 


President’s Disapproval of 
Food Embargo and Fairly 
Large Export Sales Causes 
of Uplift. 


Chicago, November 29.—Fairly large 
export sales and a positive assertion 
that President Wilson would commu- 
nicate to congress a disapproval of any 
embargo on foodstuffs were responsi- 
ble in the main for an uplift today in 
the value of wheat. The market closed 
strong, % to 3%c net higher, with De- 
cember at $1.68% to $1.77 Corn 
finished % to 1%c up, and oats % to 
1% @%ec. In provisions the outcome 
ranged from 7%c decline to a rise of 
12%c. 

Estimates of 2,000,000 bushels as the 
amount of: new export business in 
wheat were current, but these figur¢s 
were finally reduced to 1,500,000 bush- 


els in the last 48 hours, with only 800, - 
000 bushels actually disposed of to Eu- 
rope today. The stimulating effect on 
bull traders, however, was measured 
chiefly by the contrast afforded to the 
prospect yesterday when indications 
ointed to a serious stoppage of sales 
or ocean shipments. Definite confir- 
mation of the statement in regard to 
President Wilson’s course as to &n em- 
bargo was lacking, but this circum- 
stance did not prevent the bulls from 
making all the capital possible out of 
the gossip as it stood. The result was 
that notwithstanding much forced sell- 
ing early and heavy profit-taking by 
more fortunate holders later, the mar- 
ket had a general upward slant the 
greater part of the session. 

Only moderate deliveries are expect- 
ed on December contracts Friday. The 
liquidation of the December option con- 
tinued today and sent the discount for 
December to 9 cents under May, the 
widest so far this season. 

Corn rose with wheat. Besides, there 
were shipping sales of 100,000 bushels, 
notwithstanding railroad embargoes. 
Scantiness of rural offerings tended 
also to give the market a lift. Oats 
merely reflected the changes in other 
cereals. Shorts seemed to take’ to cover 
with unusual readiness. 

Provisions were depressed by a_ se- 
vere break in the price of hogs. Bel- 
gian relief purchases, however, 
later as something of an offset.

New York, November 29.—There was & 
little more activity noted in the market for 
raw sugar today, but the demand was for 
other than Cuban. varieties, of which 12,- 
000 bags Perus were sold at 4% c.i.f. in 
port and 60,000 bags of Louisiana sugars 
at 6% f.o.b. New Orleans, which is about 
equal to 4%c for Cubas, cost and freight, at 
which level holders were still offering mod- 
erate quantities, The close was steady at 
4%c for Cubas, cost and freight, equal to 
5.64 for centrifugal and 4.77 for molasses. 

No improvement was noted in the mar- 
ket for refined sugar and prices remained 
unchanged at 7.50 for fine granulated, which 
was quoted by all refiners, although some 
second-hand sugars were available at 7:25. 

Futures were quite active and irregular. 
There was extensive liquidation early, which 
caused net declines of 3 to 7 points for the 
active positions, but in the afternoon there 
was a better outside demand and on this, 
with covering, which seemed to be stimu- 
lated by the little better demand for raws, 
prices rallied rather sharply and closed 
one point lower to 7 net higher. Sales 
were 18,450 tons.
